2. Purpose. To inform Armor Center leadership of the command policy for implementation of
AKO Armor Community Knowledge Centers.

3. Policy.

a. All Armor subordinate organizations that create AKO Armor Community Knowledge
Centers will not create them with either the “low” security setting or a “custom” setting. The
“custom” setting allows any user who applies for access to be automatically approved for Read-
Only access, which includes the ability to review or download the document.

b. The highest level of information authorized for posting in AKO Armor Community
Knowledge Centers shall be either public domain information or controlled unclassified
information. Controlled unclassified information is information that is marked with restrictive
distribution statements (AR 25-30), FOUOQ, and information that would be denied to the public
under the Freedom of Information Act.

c. All personnel who create AKO Personal and Team Knowledge Centers, which contain any
information other than public domain information, will not create them with either the “low”
security setting or a “custom” setting where that “custom” setting allows any user who applies
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for access to be automatically approved for Read-Only access, which includes the ability to
review or to download the document.
